CROOK’S CAMPAIGN. 


Official Details of His’ Battle with 
the Apaches, 


An Impregnable Indian Camp Surprised-- 
The Chiefs Captured--Charley McComas-- 
The Redskin Plunder==Crook’s Soldiers 
Marching Fourteen Days Almost Barefooted 
--The General’s Return. 


Tucson, A. T., June 12.—A courier ar- 
rived at Tombstone last night from Crook’s 
headquarters, at Silver Creek, A. T., bring- 
ing the first official information of Crook’s 
expedition. It left American soil en the 3d 
of May, marching 200 miles southeast from 
San Bernardino on the boundary line of 
Chihuahua and Sonora, following the trail 
of the hostiles. Crook was guided by the 
Apache Nadoski who was cap- 
tured near San Carlos, just previous to 
the expedition. Leaving at a_ point 
about 200 miles snuth of the line the com- 
mand crossed the Sierra Madre range, ad- 
vancing fifty miles back on an indescribably 
rough trail, eight mules being killed by 
lalling over precipices, and pressed on with- 
out delay, and rendered nearly barefoot by 
the sharp rocks. After fourteen days hard 
marching night and day the Indians camps 
of Chato and Bonito were discovered in the 
heart of the Sierra Madresin 

AN ALMOST IMPREGNABLE POSITION. 

The Apaches did not dream of an attack, 
for entrance to the trenches was next to im- 
possible. The warriors were principally out 
on a raid under Juh, only thirty-seven bucks 


being in camp with the women and children. 
fhe San Carlos seouts, under Capt. Craw- 
ford and Lieuts. Atwood and Mackey, with 
Al Seball, Mcintosh and Mickey Free chiefs 
of the scouts, surrounded the camp 
before the hostiles were aware of their prox- 
imity and advanced from different points 
and were near before they were discovered. 
The scouts secreted themselves behind the 
rocks and coinmenced firing upon the camp 
creating a perfectpanic. A number succeed- 
elin escaping, though nearly all surren- 
dered, 
SEVEN WERE FOUND DEAD 
incamp, Five Mexican women and a little 
girl were recaptured. They were taken from 
Carmen and Chihuahua, and are now with 
Crook in good heaitn. Everything in the 
camp was burned or carried off by the 
scouts, Among the property captured 
were one hundred ponies and mules, 
forty being loaded with plunder, saddles, 
girdles, clothes, gold and silver watches, and 
several thousand dollas in gold and siver and 
greenbacks, showing they had been very 
successful in their raids. After the fight, 
iInost of those who escaped came in. Alto- 
gether 383 prisoners Wére taken. 
THE CHIEFS CAPTURED 

were Chato, bonito, Geronimo, Nachez, 
Loco and Nana. ‘Thetwo latter were long re- 
ported dead. The chiefs say an American boy, 
six years old, captured a. month ago in New 
Mexico, is with the squaws in the moun- 
tains. Heis, no doubt, Charlie McComas. 
Runners were sent out, and he is expected in 
hourly. After the fight the command, witu 
the prisoners, marched leisurely back to 
American soil. The entire command, with th, 
prisoners, are now encamped. on Silve 
creek, about sixty miles south of Tombstoner 
Notwne of Crovuk’s command was lost during. 
the campaign. ‘The courier states that the 
reason why Crook remains at Silver creek 
he is awaiting news from the Secretary of 
War as to the disposition to make of the In- 
dians, as Wilcox, the agent at San Carlos, 
refused to receive them, and that he will go 
back to the Sierra Maares after the rest of: 
the hostiiles if they do not come in. In con- 
versation with the courier he stated that 

THE HOSTILES HAD PLENTY OF MONEY. 
One old squaw, who was the possessor of 
three $50-bills, made inquiry of some one at 
Col. Biddle’s as to the value of her posses- 
sions, upon beipg informed that the notes 
were for $5 each,she grunted and declined to 
negotiate, and pointed with her skinny finger 
to the naught after the five on each note. 
(Juite a number of bucks had silver stars and 
other ornaments beaten out of Mexican dollars 
on their head-gear, and several of them 
American doubie eagles, made into neck- 
laces. A rough estimate of the amount of 
wealth among thei is fully $5,000, and prob- 
ably more. ‘Lhe troups and packers of the 
command state that the place where the 
capture occurred is the prettiest spot on 
earth, and the road toit rougher than mortal 
man ever trod. Large numbers of the hos- 
tiles seem pleased with the situation, evi- 
dently expecting an immediate return 
to the “‘fleshpots” of San Carlos. The only 
complaint comes from some of the squaws, 
whose bucks are among those who escaped. 
‘The officers who were with the expedition 
state that Crook had surrounded the Indians 
before they knew of his presence; that if he 
had not done so it would have taken six 
months and all the menthere were in Ari- 
zona to have gotten tiem. 

As an illustration of 

CROOK'S MODESTY 
and the total absence of fuss and feathers in 
his makeup, it may be stated that, although 
the fight and capture occurred on the 17th 
last month, he leisurely retraced his steps to 
Camp Supply at Silver Creek, not —s a 
courier ahead to signal his movements. ‘The 
first intimation had of Crook’s return was 
the arrival of wa lieutenant at Col. Biddle’s 
headquarters, at 8 a. m. Sunday, with 
dispatches for Camp Bowie, the nearest 
army telegraph station. Upon making in- 
quiry concerning the General, who was sup- 
wsed to be 1u0 miles distant in the Sierra 
Madras, imagine the surprise that awaited 
the camp when informed that Gen. 
Crook was only two hours _be- 
hind with the captured Apaches. 
About 10 o’clock the general rode into camp 
with an escort and greeted Col. Biddle with, 
“Nice morning, Colonel!” and straighway 
struck out for a wash basin which he had 
spied, and was soon engaged in gay 
his ablutions, after which he threw 
himself into a camp-stool and 
engaged in conversation about his 
campaign in an off-hand way, as if hunting 
the cruelest and fiercest foe on the continent 
in the wildest and most inaccessibie country 
to be found, was a matter of everyday oc- 
currence. A Lieutenant (name unknown) 
was the only man wounded in Crook's com- 
mand, and he but slightly. 
CAPTURED BY CROOK, 

TOMBSTONE, ARIZONIA, June 12.—Albert, 
also known as “Sorghum,” Smith, arrived 
here yesterday with the intelligence that 

en. Crook and his command have retirned 
from their expedition, arriving at noon Sun- 
day at Silver Creek, south end of 
Chiricahua, with 230 Apache prisoners, com- 
posed of seventy-five bucks, among them 
Loco and another chief, and squaws and 
children. All of these were captured on the 


15th of May in a fight in the Sierra Madre, in 


| 


which Juh and his followers were so hard 
pressed that they were obliged to abandon a 
large number of the band in order to effect 
their escape. The captured Apaches state 
that Juh and the rest of the hostiles will 
come in, and Gen. Crook will remain a week 


at Silver Creek to give them a chance to do 
so. Charley McComas was with the Indians, 
but was removed with the band when they 
retreated. They will continue to hold him 
as a hostage. Smith came here to fill an or- 
der from an Indian trader for Indian sup- 
plies. His statement is fully credited here, 
and is undoubtedly correct. The first inti- 
mation of Crook’s return was provided in the 
arrival of one of his officers at Col. Biddle’s 
headquarters with dispatches for Camp 
Bowie, the nearest telegraph station, and the 
news thatthe General and command and 
their captives were only two hours behind 
him. On time, as by the officer’s report,Gen. 
Crook arrived, and while enjoying the luxury 
of a wash in a civilized handbasin, he chatted 
upon theevents of the campaign. In the 
fight, he said, seven ndians were 
killed and only one of ~=his com- 
mand, an officer, slightly wounded. The 
ee of the disposition of the captured 
ndians will be referred to the War Depart- 
ment, as Agent Wilcox has declined to re- 
ceive them. Assoon as they are disposed 
of General Croox will return to the Sierra 
Madre on a hunt for Juh and the remainder 
of the band, if they persist in their refusal 
to surrender. The captives are well sup- 
lied with money, many of the squaws hav- 
ng with them bills of large denomination, 
While some of the bucks are ornamented 
with necklaces of $20 gold pieces, and ride 
upon saddles tricked out richly with Mexi- 
can silver money. Altogether the banfl had 
over $5,000 with them. ‘The place where the 
fight occurred is described as a lovely valley 
in the heart of the Sierra Madre. 
HOSTILES, 

RicHMon»D, N. M., June 12.—A_ party of 
twenty-tive hostile Indians fired upon a pros- 
pector seven miles from here. He fired back 
and sought safety ina thicket and in the 
succeeding darkness managed to escape. 
The trail of the Indains was taken by Col. 
Forsyth Sunday. It is believed that they 
are hostiles who have been driven out of 
Mexico by Gen. Crook, and are making their 
way back to Arizonaand New Mexico. They 
are said to be in desperate mood and full of 
fight, and as they belicve no quarter will be 
given, they will murder ail whites whom 
they come across. Major Biddle has 
200; men within striking distance, and 
these, with the forces at Fort Huachuca, 
and Camps Bowie and Thomas, and Colonel 
Forsythe’s command, are relied upon to 
prevent outrages. From Tsucon, Arizona, 
comes news showing that the Indians are 
returning, and that they are bent on de- 
stroying life and property, and making 
prairie fires as they go northward. The im- 
portant information of Crook’s successes has 
given deep satisfaction here. It is not, how- 
ever, believed that Chief Loco is among his 
captives, as that warrior would undoubtedly 
have remained with the fighting body which 
escaped. Reports have been received from 
Sal Bardini ranche and vicinity that trails 
of small bands of Indians were discovered 
last ‘Thursday and Friday leading north. 


TILDEN ON THE TRACK. 


Positive Statements That He is Work- 
ing for the Nomination. 
Ry Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw YORK, June 12,—An Albany special 
to the World says: The trip of Mr. Manning, 
the chairman of the State Committee,to New 
York, and his interviewin the Sun about 
Mr. Tilden and the convention of 1880 turn 
out not to have been so accidental as it was 
announced they were. A member of the 
State Committee, who has been admitted 
into the secret, informs me that the wording 


of the interview was all arranged at Grey- 
stone and that it was put out as a cover to 
plans being arranged for the fall 
as preliminary to 1884. The same 
yerson states that Mr. Manning 
ied two or three consultations with 
Mr. Tilden at Greystone and Gramercy Park, 
and that the programme for this year was all 
mapped out while there. The result is that 
some of the politicians who have acted as 
couriers in the past 
FOR MR. TILDEN 

were sent for and requested to commence 
their work again as on former occasions.” 

**‘Do you mean to say,” I asked my inform- 
ant, “‘that Mr. Tilden is a candidate for the 
presidential nomination in 1884?” 

‘“Tdo mean to say just that thing. The 
Manning interview was all arranged asa 
ruse to throw the politicians off the scent 
until Mr. Tilden’s agents got their 
work in. I tell you the plans 
are all made. ‘The _ politicians outside 
of the few in the secret don’t believe that 
Mr. Tildenis a candidate, but I have posi- 
tive evidence that heis. I obtained my in- 
formation from one of Mr. ‘Tilden’s old 
workers, who has been sent for and requested 
to goto Greystone and receive his instruc- 
tions.”’” There are signs of pipe-laying and 
evidence of work being done in that line on 
an extensive scale. The activity of the 
parties named by my informant has been 
witnessed for sometime. Their operations 
were generally 

SUPPOSED TO BE CONNECTED 

with the plans for the nomination of politi- 
cal candidates who have been decided upon 
by the leaders here for the several places on 
the State ticket, but it now seems that thisis 
only incidental to or part of the programme 
for 1884. That Mr. Tilden is actually a candi- 
date for 1884 will be news to many, and may 
account for the sudden talk that has sprung 
up in the West about the old ticket. 


A GREAT SUCCESS. 


Return of the Astronomical Expedition 
to the Caroline Island. 

SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., June 12.—The 
scientific expedition sent out by the Govern- 
mentin March last, to observe the total 
eclipse of the sun at the Caroline Island, in 
the South Pacific, has returned to this city. 
Prof. Edward S. Holden, of Washington Ob- 
servatory, Madison, Wis., in charge of the 
party, reports the weather on the day of the 


eclipse was perfect for observing purposes, 
and the result is a great success. Several 
good photographs of the corona and spec- 
trum were obtained. 

The supposed planet, Vulean, 
could not be found. The party arrived 
homein good health. It will be remembered 
that this expedition went from New York to 
Lima, Peru, and thence for a voyage in the 
United States sloop Hartford to the Caroline 
Island, to observe the eclipse of May 6, 1883, 
having a totality of six minutes.

| SENATOR MAHONE. 


The Readjuster Leader Talks about 
His Party’s Success. — 


- — 


His Policy inthe Coming Presidgntial Elec 
tion—No Truth in the Rumor that He has 
Broken with the Administration—The Tenets 
of the Readjusters. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New YORK, June 12.—Senator Mahone, in 
conversation witha Herald correspondent, 
said: ‘‘Until this last election the colored 
men exercising the right of suffrage have not 
regarded the contest for choosing county 
officers. Hence, in the beginning of the re- 
construction, men of the Bourbon party 
were elected to those places, and repeatedly 
re-elected without contest. It was not easy 
to have the colored man understand how, 
when he had so many times voted 
for these same people, that there was 
any political significance attached to 
these elections. Therefore it is that you 
find in certain of the counties that where 


the 
READJUSTERS 


have heretofore in political elections enjoyed 
positive majorities there we failee to elect 
the readjuster candidates. On the other hand 
we found in the white counties of the State, 
where men of the party are as well educated 
and up to every sense of political duty as 
those of the opposing party, that we haye 
not only swept the field in every readjuster 
county for these offices, but have gained in 
counties hitherto giving Bourbon majorities 


in political elections. 

For illustration, in one county where the 
Democrats always counted on gaining a vic- 
tory, the Readjusters elected twenty-five of 
the twenty-eight county officers, and the ac- 
count, when it comes to be cast, will fairly 
run so throughout the white section of the 
State, while in the majority of the black 
counties the Readjusters have elected their 
whole ticket, and have acquired control of 
many county offices heretofore filled by Bour- 
bons. There is not a county in the State 
where the Readjusters have lost an office 
heretofore held by a member of that party. 

Our party has been largely reinforced in 
power, influence and numbers by the recent 
elections and that-too, while there was no 
formal effort made to control the campaign 
from the central organization. The result 
strongly reassures the success of the party in 
the contest just aheadin November for the 
election of members of the Legislature. 
There are no state officers to be elected until 
1885. The county elections were for a por- 
tion of the local or municipal officers which 
under 

OUR STATE CONSTITUTION 
hold for four years. The next general elec. 
tion will be in 1884 for members of Congress 
and Presidential electors.”’ 

“There have been of late reports to the 
effect that the Administration is withdraw- 
ing its support from the readjusters in 
Virginia; that you are no longer on friendly 
terms with the President and that the 
encouragement which has heretofore been 
extended to you and your friends in Virginia 
is to be withheld hereafter. Of course you 
have read or heard of the new order of 
things ?”’ 

“No, I have not read or heard of any of 
these suggestions which imply that there has 
been a breach or political coolness between 
the Administration and the Readjuster party 
in Virginia.

STAR ROUTE TRIAL,

Judge Wylie Delivering His Charge to 
tae Jury This Afternoon. 
WASHINGTON, June 12.—Judge Wylie be- 
gan his charge tothe Star Route jury this 
afternoon. After thanking the jurymen for 
their patient attention during the weary 
months of the trial and reminding them they 
had nothing to do with the publie demand, 
newspaper articles or sympathy, but 
must decide the case upon the evidence, 
he at once commenced to state the legal 
points involved, and said, in part, the policy 
of the law must be found in itself. No pub- 
lic officer had any right to set up his own 
policy against the policy of the law. He 
held ai great trust; it was his duty 
to obey the law. To allow him to 
set up his policy against the law 
would lead to great and innumerable abuses, 
but a mere violation of the law by a public 
officer was not necessarily a crime. He 
might misunderstand his duty; he might 
be guided by an intention to do the public 
good. These remarks were intended 


to apply to General Brady; where the law 
said in making increase in the service he 
must pay due regard to the productiveness 
and other circumstances. It hardly seemed 
reasonable or fair for Brady tu say he dis- 


regarded productiveness. That was 
the policy of tye present cab- 
inet officer, a witness in this 


case, but the court could not sanction that 
policy. The law prohibited any public 
officer from extending public money or mak- 
ing contracts for expenditures beyond ap- 
propriations. In this case there was evid- 
dence ail the money appropriated by 
Congress for he fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1880, had been expended 
by December. 1879, aud an appeal has been 
made to Congress to supply the deficiency. 
All that might have been done from amis- 
taken sense of duty or an exaggerated idea 
of public good. Men in such positions 
occasionally become enthusiastic on that 
subject, and if there was no_ corrupt 
motive if was not acriminal act. The Judge 
next took up the question of conspiracy. The 
conspiracy he said was charged to bea 
combination of intelligent beings’ to 
defraud the United States by  fraud- 
ulent affidavits, petitions and orders.

The jury must infer 
from all the facts whether or not there 


was aconspiracy. Judge Wylie then com- 
mented upon the attacks upon the sufficiency 
of the indictment. He reviewed the evidence 
touching the beginning of the combination. 
“Senator Dorsey,” said he ‘‘séemed 
to exert a controlling influence over every- 
body in that business. He corrected their 
estimates aud changed their bids.”’

Important Discussion Before the New 
York State Railroad Commission. 


New YorK, June 12.—The State Railroad 
Commission continued their session to-day. 
Chas. S. Smith presented, on behalf of the 
dry goods trade, their views with regard to 
the proper classification of domestic 
cotton and other low grade fabrics on West- 
ern tariff. Their report showed that several 
changes in the classification these goods 
were recommended, -principally in the case 


of domestics, piece goods of cotton. Sched- 
ules were annexed to the re- 
port showing that the consumption 


of cotton in the United States increased from 
731,721 bales in 1865 to 1,964,535 bales in the 
last fiscal year, while the export of manufac- 
tured goods had increased from 1,180,786 
yards to 144,520,075 yards during the same 
time. ‘The present § classification of dry 
goods has been in. existence since 1865, and 
it is claimed that the lowering of the classi- 


fication was demanded by the increase of 
business, *

cotton goods were not competitive, and are 
simply used forthe purpose of attracting

same destination as the sbiranger. By

THE IOWA LYNCHINGS. 


Our exchanges come to us loaded down 
with denunciations of the conduct of the 
lynchers in lowa. They call murder, mur- 
der, no matter whether it is committed by 
one manor by a hundred, or whether the 
perpetrator be an outlaw escaping from 
justice, or a reputable citizen fancying that 
he is defending society. They call attention 
to the contrast between the courage 
of the unarmed German farmers who 
made the outlaws prisoners, and the 
cowardice of the mob which murdered 
the prisoners while in the hands of justice. 

All of these censures are well deserved, 
and we are sorry to say that there is only too 
much truth in the claim that Governor CRIT- 
TENDEN setan example of mob law and of 
encouragement to lynchers when he hired 
the Forp brothers to shoot the notorious 
JAMES, When this censure is passed upon 
us we are forced to hang our heads and to 
admit our share in the guilt of all lynchings. 

There is only one atonement to make for 
such crimes. That is for authority, both in 
lowa and Missouri, to be relentiess in its 
prosecution of the lynchers. Unless this is 
done; unless the well-known and defiant 
leaders of the mobs are brought to answer 
for their crimes, and punished if found 
guilty, these two promising and flourishing 
Western States will stand confessed before 
the world as haunts of barbarism, in which 
the arm of the law is equally powerless to 
protect the innocent or to punish the guilty, 
and in which the most potent accomplice of 
crime is the supineness of authority.

THE WEATHER BUREAU, 

The alarming frequency of tornadoes dur- 
ngthe last few months, coming not onty 
singly, but in blocks, spreading over coun- 
ties and States and sweeping up with touches 
of their wings forests, houses and towns, 
should, it might seem, stimulate to some 
activity the drowsy faculties of the Weather 
Bureau in the investigation of their laws— 
for laws they must have. 

The general storms, or areas of low barom- 
eter, which have moved across the country 
since the opening of spring, have almost in- 
variably been accompanied by these terrific 
whirlwinds. It appears froin such reports 
as we have from the devastated localities 
thatthe signs preceding their approach or 
formation are practically the same in every 
instance. Not one has ever been foretold by 
the Weather Bureau, nor warning given of 
their probability within certain areas. 

‘It is claimed by the Weather Bureau that, 
on account of the scarcity of their reports, 
they are unable to foresee the meteorological 
condition which will prevail over specific 
localities, and that general predictions, coy- 
ering large sections of country, are the most 
that can be made. When, upon the approach 
of a violent storm, a prediction of this kind 
is made, embracing in one district Southern 
Illinois, Northern Minnesota and all inter- 
mediate territory, it must follow that in 
some portions of this extensive area the 
predictions will not be verified. If this is 
true when general predictions alone are con- 
cerned, how far are we yet from a state of 
affairs in which our Weather Bureau will be 
able to give warning of the approach of tor- 
nadoes, which are strictly local in their 
character, or give timely warning of meteor- 
ological conditions likely to produce them? 

We are not aware that avy steps have 
been taken by the signal office, whereby a 
solution of the problems attending the for- 
mation of these storms Is likely to be ar- 
rived at. It is true that one or two men 
have been sent to some of the localities vis- 
ited by tornadoes, charged with the collec- 
tion of data in reference to them. But thei: 
capacity for the work is shown by the fact 
that the reports made were composed of 
Statistics of the simplest kind, obtained for 
the most part from local newspapers, and 
were not considered of sufficient value to 
publish. It must be presumed that nothing 
new of a scientific nature was developed by 
them, and amounted to nothing more than a 
pleasure excursion for some “pet” at the 
public expense. 

That it is possible to successfully investi- 
gate the phenomena attending these storms, 
to deduce laws respecting them, to make sci- 
entific progress, can scarcely be doubted. It 
would seem, too, thatthe Weather Bureau 
has the machinery and young men, active, 
ambitious and capable to doit, if properly 
haudied and given a chance. With tnis 
knowledge the demand must follow from the 
peopie on Congress that it shall be done. 
The bureau 1s maintained at a large expense 
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by the public. Its particular province is to 
investigate atmospheric condtions and fore- 
see and give warning of destructive changes 
and disturbances. The destructiveness of 
the hurricanes which have visited the West- 
ern States during the past few months 
should surely demand intelligent, thorough 
investigation as to the causes which produce 
them, and thereby open the way fer further 
researches and the acquirement of that 
knowledge which would make possible fore- 
warnings of their probable formation. 

The present chief was a galiant soldier, a 
competent military officer, but what has he 
done in his present purely scientific po- 
sition? Appointed by the de facto Presi- 
dent, Hayes, being an Ohio man, with 
political proclivities, we have the exhibition 
of his chief energies to induce Congress to 
make places for him to fill with military fa- 
yorites from outside the corps of young men 
who havé been specially trained in this de- 
‘partment. Reform or reorganization in this 
department seems urgently called for.

THE GOVERNOR’S OFFICE. 

During the sixty odd years since Missouri 
entered the Union there has been no mate- 
rial change in the constitutional provisions 
relating to the office of Governor, yet we 
had to wait until yesterday before learning 
from the Supreme Court.in the authoritative 
settlement of a disputed question, that the 
Governor did not abdicate his office when- 
ever he went fishing outside of the State 


limits. 

The idea that the Governor ceased to be 
Governor when he was outside of the State 
—eyen though he might have been discharg- 
ing official duties—was so absurd that it isno 
wonder it has not previously been disposed 
of. Yet the State Auditor has recently been 
covering himself with a mantle of glory 
hrough the heroic firmness with which he 
refused to pay the Governor’s salary for the 
period of thirty-six hours, during which the 
office was supposed to have been filled by 
the Lieut.-Governor. 

It is pleasant to think that during his thir- 
ty-six hours of usurpation the Lieut.-Goy- 
ernor did not carry out in practice the the- 
ory of the Auditor,that he was the Governor. 
Had he been so minded he might have vetoed 
pardoned criminals, issued 

proclamations, and, in the _ propitious 

| seasou of the year, he might, 
in the discharge of his gubernatorial func- 
tion, have visited county lairs and made 
agricultural speeches. Fortunately our Lieu- 
tenant-Governor is a man of discernment 
and discretion, and now there is no longer 
any danger that the State may have two 
Governors at once.

The Wisconsin Town Devastated 
by a Terrific Tornado.

Several of its Finest Buildings Destroyed— 
One Life Lost and Many Persons Injured— 
Damages $100,000--Other Storms in Other 
Places. 


BELOIT, WIs., June 12.—At 6 p. m. this 
city was struck by a tornado from the South- 
west. Its first accomplishment was throw- 
ing the Chicago and Northwestern railroad 
bridge into the Rock River. The roof of 
Brown’s block was then hurled across the 
block, its fragments striking Carpenter’s, 
Rich’s and Gardener’s blocks, and Emer- 
son’s drug store, breaking windows and 
woodwork. O. H. Denman’s carriage fac- 
tory was then destroyed, after which the 
Rock River Paper Mill was partially de- 
molished, one of its operatives killed and 
others more or Jess seriously injured. Three 
houses were blown down in the west side of 
the city, one carried from its foundation, 
and several barns demolished. ‘The steeples 
of the First Congregational and Presby- 
terian churches were blown down. The East 
Side Public School was considerable dam- 
aged. J. F. Johnson’s paint shop is ruined. 
All the streets are covered with debris and 
Broad street, the finest in the city, is impas- 


sable. The telegraph and telephone lines 
are all down. Altogether the damage 
amounts to about $100,000. The piaces suffer 
ingtotal or partial destuction are as follows: 
Second National Bank; P.H. Crahan,cigars ; 
Coreoran Brothers, groceries; H. G. Smith, 
jewelry. Bost & Bailey, dry goods; C. C.

Iallo- 
rap,employed in the Rock River paper mills, 
killed by a falling beam; John Malloy, 
same place, cut in the head and interally in- 
jured; Phillip Gleason, Mike Smith, G. L. 
Gast and Willis Wendley, injured by falling 
and flying material; ). McManus, 5. Peari 
and wife and Eddie Snow, buried in the 
ruins of their home and seriously injured; 
Otis Olds, college student, internally in- 
jured. Many other casualties have occurred 
which have not yet been authentically re- 
ported. 

TWO BOYS KILLED, 

MARION, ILL., June 12.—A cyclone swept 
the southwest part of Wilidamson county 
Saturday night. At New Burnside two boys 
were kilied, a family were struck by light- 
ning, the mother being instantly killed and 
the remainder fatally injured. Fences were 
biown down, trees uprooted, flocks of sheep 
blown away, peach orchards demolished and 
othef ruin accomplished in the track of the 
eycione which was a quarter of a mile in 
width. 

SLOW RUT SURF. 
INDIANAPOLIS, IND., June 12.—The cy- 
clone which visited Vernon and neighbor- 
hood fifty miles south of here, Sunday night, 
moved siowly along a path about 150 feet in 
width, but within its narrow scope nothing 
was left standing after it had passed Utter 
ruin was caused to the colored Methodist 
Chureh, which is now a pile of rubbish. ‘The 
residences of Andrew Musser, Augustus 
Everhart, Samuel White, Rev. W. H. 
‘Taylor, lon. James ‘later were de- 
molished. Many other buiidings suffered 
less serious damage, and out-houses were 
destroyed by the dozen. The wounded are: 
Augustus Everharé arm and leg broken, 
Mrs. Samuel White, severely bruised; two 
children of Rev, Mr. Taylor, bruiseu; Mrs. 
‘Taylor, cut; Tom Mitchell, ear cut off; Peter 
Mariett’s daughter, cut. Two persons are 
reported killed in Ripley County. All the 
water in Muscatatuck Creek was lifted from 
its bed, which was exposed to view for fully 
aminute. Near Butierville, seven cars of a 
moving freight train on the O. & M. Railroad 
were lifted from the track and carried 
through the air and dumped into the woods, 
a disiance away. Nine other cars were 
hurled from the track. Frank Wheeler was 
cut on the head by the flying debris. 

IOWA WHIRLWINDsS.

The village of Brush 
Creek, Fayette County, was swept 
by one which destroyed oye- 
third of its buildings, At Sumner, Brew- 
er County, the wind blew down Gardher’s 
warehouse, the depot, and a number of other 
buildings, and severely injured a man named 
Carpenter. ‘lripuli was visited by a cyclone 
which blew down trees and buildings, among 
the latter the latter the large machinery 
warehouse of J. C. Gault, from which two 
men eseaped with difficulty, badly bruised. 

TOSSING A FREUGHT TRALN.

A 
freight train on the Galena division of the 
Chicego and Northwestern Railroad, bound 
to this city, was litted by the wind and 
hurled quite a distance from the track, the 
conductor, William Gleason, being severely 
injured.

Pitched Battle Between ! s—On 
Man ne gty ee egy ” 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispaten. 

New York, June 12.—A special to the 
World from Troy says: “A bloody riot oc- 
curred on Ida Hill near the Malleable Iron 
Works, in this city, about five o’clock last 
evening, which has up to this hour resulted 
in the death of one man, the fatal wounding 
of another and the serious wounding of a 
third. For several weeks there has been 
trouble between the union and non-union 
molders. The latter are employes of the 
Malleable IronWorks of Schleicher,Griffen & 
Co., whose union moulders were discharged 
recently and their places filled by non-union 
men, There have been frequent rows be- 
tween the old and new molders, 
and last night a dispute occurred 
near the toundry, but the matter was 
dropped for the time. About five o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon Sanford (. White, nine- 
teen years old, and Thomas Cantield; two of 
the non-union molders, were going up Con- 
gress street from the central part of the tity, 
where they had been to purchase clothing. 


Near the junction of Christ street they were 
met by Wm. Hutchinson, Jos. Winstone and 
Arthur Imeson, union moiders, formerly in 
the employ of the Malleable lron Works. 
Some words passed between tliem, when 
White and Cantield

and fired at the union molders.. Hutchinson 
fell at the first fire, shot through the heart. 
[meson attempted to raise the body of his 
dead companion, wien, it is charged, he was 
shot through the thigh, the wound being 
painful, but not iecessarily fatal. Win- 
stone was the next to fall under the 
tire of White and Canfield. He was 
shot through the neck, the ball entering the 
mouth and passing out under the ear. He is 
still alive, but it is thought he cannot sur- 
vive. White and Canfield as svon as they 
had emptied theit revolvers ran to the Mal- 
leable lron Works and entered the office, 
Whenthe police had arrived a large mob 
had collected and threats of “lynch the 
scabs’’ were made. White and Cantie!d were 
arrested. The-whole police reserve, with 
the chief and detectives, then came on the 
scene. On the way to the station-house an 
effort was made to take the prisoners from 
the officers, but the police were successful in

Giovanni Albinola, who died on Monday 
last in the seventh-tifth year of his age, and 
whose funeral services took place vesterday 
nt his late residence, No. 107 West Forty- 
eight street, Wasa well-known man in New 
York business circies. He had a tomantic his- 
tory, and the story of his life is full of thrill- 
ing incident and adventure. He was born 
in Virgil, Italy, Juiy 8, 1808, of a patrician 
family. Prom early boyhood he took great 
luterestin the polities of his country, and 
when only nineteen years old he was ar- 
rested, with a numberof young patriots be- 
longing to the first families. Charged with 
plotting against the Government, and with- 
out eveu the form of trial, they were thrown 
into prison at Milan and treated with great 
cruelty. Atter two years Albinola was re- 
moved to another prison at Spielberg, where 
he was keptin close continement for four 
years longer. While in prison he fell heir 
bo a Valuable estate, which the Government 
confiscated; and in 1855, when his dungeon 
doors Were at length opeued, he was given 
S50 in money, and placed on board a sailing 
ship bound for America. Upon arriving in 
New York Albinola found employment with 
4 tellow c untrymaniothe straw goods im- 
porting business, in which, some vears ayo, 
he acquired an interest and prospered, re- 
Lring two years ago with a competeucy.

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SOUTHERN LIFE, 
Judge A. W. Tourgee on Its Domes. 
ticity and Humor. 
From the Continent. 


There are two phases of Southern life 
which are but little appreciated atthe North 
—jits domesticity and its humor. The con- 
ventional planter of the ante-bellum era was 
a careless, bo.stful, swaggering tyrant: his 
wife and daughters equally careless in re- 
gard to the home life, its comfurts and 
economies as he of the administration of his 
boundless acres. Both ideas were almost 
equally incorrect. The Southern planter, as 
a rule, was a careful administrator of his 
estate; not in the same snug, tidy manner 
of which the Northern farmer boasts—he did 
not work ahd fuss and worry over 
all the details of farm  manage- 
ment as much as_ his compeer of 
the North, nor was his sense of fitness 
outraged by a lack of completeness and 
order which would have driven the farmer 
of the Middie States into an insane asylum. 
There was a sort of laxity about his methods 
which was bard for the Northern man to 
distinguish from  slothfulness. Yet he 
watched with care the development of tne 
crops, the progress ot his work, and was no 
deubt a better director of labor than could 
generally be found upon the Northern farm. 
With ignorant labor and crude machinery 
he achieved good results. lt is especially 
with regard to the domestie life of the 
South, however, that false ideas prevaiied 
at the North. The planter’s family has 
been credited with hospitality of a Javish. 
careless kind, but a very sinall proportion of 
the people of the North have ever supposed 
that the planter’s wile Was very generally a 
| Martha of the most anxious and troubled 
variety. ‘The difference of method betwixt 
the Northern and the Southern housekeeper 
has been so great thatthe former has very 
often been inclined to elevate a dainty nose 
inseornof anv professed acquirements of 
the latter. So, too, the hurly-burly of our

Professor Young on the Theory That it 
is Pelted Hot With Meteors. 
From the New York Sun,

| would encounter resistance. Then, too, the 
temperature of the sun would not be hotter 
from such meteoric combustion than the car- 
bon points in the eleetric light. Prof. Young 
had atways supposed that the heat in the 
sun Was not less than 10,000 centigrade. Yet, 
asa very slight increase of heat produces an 
immense amount of radiation, the heat of the 
stun might be lower than he supposed; vet he 
couid not believe it as low as that of an elec- 
tric light. Another puzziing theory had been 
proposed, viz., that the sun’ sent its heat 
only to that which receives it, only to each 
of the planets, while space outside a direct 
line from the sun to the planet remains cold. 
The trouble with that theory was that heat 
radiated on all sides, and in waves, not in 
one direction only. ‘The advocates of the 
theory said that solar heatacted like the law 
ol gravitation. 

Finally, there was atheory that solar heat 
caine from the contraction of the sun’s body, 
but the objection tothe theory was that it 
puta limit to the universe. If it is a true 
hypothesis, then the sun could not be more 
than 15,000,000 years old, and it could not 
continue to give heat more than 15,000,000 
years. Such a limitation is not to be thought 
of. 

President S. V. White said he was in- 
clined to believe in the meteoric combustion 
theory, 

Secretary G. P. Serviss aimed to show by 
the aid of diagramts on a blackboard that if 
the sun is fed by meteors, then the efiect of 
the earth’s atinospuere would be such that 
at certain timesin the annual path of the 
earth around the sun the earth's at- 
mosphere would be violently agitated, and 
storins worse than Wiggins predicted would 
sweep the people off into space. Other 
speakers were Prof.Varkhurst, Prof. Stevens 
and Mr. Hiseox. President White conclud-

JOB MOSES’ REWARD. 
How the Celebrated Bradford Oll Fields 
Were Discovered, | 
Correspondence of the New York Times. 


Job Moses, to whose faith in the existence 

of petroleum inthe now famous Bradford 
region, and to his persistence in manifesting 
his faith by his works, led to the develop- 
ment of the territory and transforming a 
wilderness into one of the most populous and 
wealthy communities in Pennsylvania, has 
sold his vast possessions in the region and 
removed to New York citys Twenty years 
ago the oil excitement in Oil Creek, in the 
lower ficid, was at its height, and Moses, 
having made a large fortune in patent 
medicines, with headquarters in Rochester, 
was attacked by the oil fever. The symp- 
toms in his case took the form of a mania toe 
develop a new petroleum field, and investiga- 
tions led him to Bradford, in the valley of 
the Tunungawant creek. He advanced the 
theorv at onee that there was a vast lake of 
etroleum underiying the whole region, and 
ie set about securing territory upon which 
to test his theory. Bradford was thena 
mere hamlet of a score or so scattered fami- 
lies, depending on lumbering and farming 
for support. When Moses began his opera- 
tions the business of the Bradford branch 
amounted to about $2,000 a month, and when 
he made the prophecy that the day was not 
distant when that amount would be increased 
ten-fold through the oil that would be found 
onall sides of it, the belief -that he was 
crazy Was strengthened in the community. 

For thirteen years Job Moses prospected 
among the mountains and through the valley, 
his faith never wavering. ‘Then his fortune 
was exhausted, ana he fiad thousands of 
acres of unproductive rocks and forest on his 
hands. Atthat time oil wells were drilled 
toa depth of not over nine hundred feet, at 
which depth the deposit was found in the 
lower field. When Moses had spent all his 
money, the earnestness and enthusiasm with 
which he ciung to the theory that there was 
oilin the region led outside capitalists te 
come to his aid. In 1875 the idea occurred to 
someone—it is not known exactly to whom 
now—that it would bea reasonable risk to 
drilla well deeper than the lower region 
depth. ‘This was done, and at the depth of 
1,100 feet the oil sand was found, and a fifty- 
barrel fowing well was struck. Jt-was dis- 
covered then that the Bradford oil was in a@ 
third sand, while the Oil Creek deposit Was 
in a second said, below the surface. 

‘The stmke created much excitement in the 
valley, but outsiders had no faith in the ex- 
tent of the field or the “‘lasting’’ qualities of 
the sand. Job Muses bad, however, and he 
Was constant to await events. Heheld on to 
his laud, aud well after well was put down, 
every one proving to be a good producer. 
But it was not until 1877 that the persistence 
and pluck of the pioneer  oil-operator in the 
McKean field were crowned with full suc- 
cess. The wells in the lower field had oe 
ceased to flow, aud the supply of oil depend- 
edon the pump. The Bradford wells were 
not only all flowing wells, but they flowed 
month after month without any perceptible 
decrease in their yield. ‘The new field could 
no louger be ridiculed nor ignored, and in 
| 1876-7 that remarkable exodus of operators 
from all the other vil-fields to Bradford com- 
menced. 

In the first three months of 1877 the popula- 
tion of Bradford increased from 500 to 3,500 
actual inhabitants, while the transient 
population—operators coming and going— 
Was at least 10,000. In March, 1877, the 
monthly receipts of the Bradford branch of 
the Erie railway had grown to $35,000, then 
more than futtilling the prophecy of Job 
Moses, made tuurteen years before. Over 
$100,000,000 came into the Bradford field in 
four years, and atl other fields were nearly 
deserted. And Moses had his reward. The 
fortune he had spent in demonstrating to 
the incredulous and scofting community that 
there Was oil in the ‘Tunungawant valley and 
all the hills about it was returned to hima 
hundred-fold. Last week, satisfied with the 
results of. his twenty years’ labors in the 
region, he sold the seven tnousand acres of 
land he still held, and all his other property 
atand about Limestone, which place he 
selected as his residence early in the history 
of the field; and, as stated, will take up his 
residence in New York. ‘lhe great oil-field 
to the development of which his efforts 
directly led has been rapidly declining for a 
year and more past. ‘Lhere is no more new 
territory todriil, and ihe old wells are not 
averaging more than four barrels a day, and 
most of them are pumped at that. Many of 
them have fatled-entirely, and the produc- 


tion of the whole district can not be more 
‘than 355,000 barreisa day. But there are 
stored inthe tauks of the oil regions over

Which probably eight-tenths 
‘came fromthe westofihe northern field. 
Bradford, however, will continue to be a 
prosperous cily even after the oil supply is 
entirely exhausted, for industries and busi- 
ness enterprises bave been founded there 
Which do not depend on oli trate and opera- 
tions for their existence, and there are vast 
coal and lumber districts yet to be developed. 
‘The perseverance ot Job Moses anticipated 
the growth and prosperity of the entire 
northwestern boundary of Pennsylvania at 
at least twenty years.

Gum Chewing, and the Extent to 
Which itis Indulged. 


- — 
—_— 


Spruce, Paraffine and Tolu Gums—The Va» 
rieties—The Quantity of Gum Manufact- 
ured—The People Who Use It—Talk With 
a Physician and a Dentist. 


To learn something of the position which chew 
ing gum occupies in the commercial word, the 


materials of which it is made, the people who use 


it and the effect upon the human system, a PosT- 
DISPATCH reporter sallied forth this morning to 
interview everybody in the business. The first 
attack was made on the house of a manufacturing 
confectioner, on North Main street. Announcing 
the object of his visit at the “office, he was taken 
in hand by a member of the firm, who appeared 
to taxe mifth pleasure in introducing him 
to the mysteries of the gum business. “Here,” 
said he, directing his visitor’s attention to a 
show-case which proved to be devoted entirely to 
this branch of the trade, “you will notice, by tak- 


ing a glance at this case, that we have chewing 
gum in a variety of forms; in fact, they are 
almost innumerable. The average gum-chewer is 
a fastidious being: be he young or old, his fancy 
takes flights, and it is as hard to please his eye as 
to please bis tooth. The manufacturers appear to 
anticipate the changeful tastes of their custom- 
ers, and are fully up with them or a little ahead 
allthe time. The result of all this is the artistic 
display which you see before you. We have thirty 
or forty tancy forms of taffy-tolu and paraffine in 
twenty or thirty forms.” 

“How many really different kinds of gum have 
you,” 

“There are only three or four different bases 
from which gum is made. 

TOLU, SPRUCE AND PARAFFINE 
are the principal ones.” 

“Which of them is the most popular?” 

“Tolu in the West and spruce in the East. Par- 
affine isa very cheap gum, and is used as a give- 
away a creat deal.”’ 

“What about the materials of which the differ- 
ent kinds are made?” 

“Well, tolu is the gum of the baisam tree 
of South America, and para—ne is a product of 
petroleum. Itismadein immense quantities at 
the oll refineries in Pennsylvania and_ the East. 
Spruce cum is from the sprace tree, and until re- 
cently it Was made almost exclusively at Port- 
land, Me. ; 

“What other kinds of gum have you?” 

“The rubber or snapping gum which is the proda- 
uct of atree in Mexico. The bases of some of 
these different kinds are sometimes mixed, mak- 
ing Otaer varietics. In the manufacture of all 
these varieties, sugar and some other ingredienis 
are used.”’ 

“Is there much gum sold?” 

“Tons of it. There are twenty-five or thirty 
factories in the United States inthe exclusive 
manufacture, and itis quite probable that their 
sales do not fall short of two millions per annum, 
perhaps more. We sell from five to ten thousand 
boxes a month. 

The reporter next called upon a well known 
conufeectioner on Market street. In answer to the 
question as to the condition of the guin business, 
ithe confectioner replied: 

*Tbatis one branch of business that is always 
on the boom. It knows nodull season, no flat 
market. The business hasincreased tenfuldin two 
years and is still increasing. There seems tw be 
an cnormous demand for it in the country. 

“Where is all the gum made?” said the scribe. 

“THE PRINCIPAL FACTORIES 
are in New York, Cincinuati, Elgin, DL, Nash- 
ille. Tenn., Louisville, Ky., and Portland, Me.” 

“What kind of gum do gou sell mostly ?” 

‘Laffy-tolu has the run since It came out three or 
four years ago. It was first made in Louisville, 
and they say it took the town upon ité first ap- 
pearnece, Everybody chewed it—old and 
young, blind and lame, black and 
White. hiep this way and 1 will show 
you some of our gum.” 

fhe reporter was taken to that part of the 

show-room devoted to the trade, where a large 
quautity of the material was displayed in neatly 
decorated boxes of a variety of forms. Opening 
one ot the boxes, containing paraffine done up 
very neatly, the confectioner remarked: 
[tis the decoration that sells the gum. Every 
miss has an eye for the beautiful, and 
Lhese pictures which ae) with the 
gum are sure to take her attention. 
lihink the. boom in the business is largely due 
to the mannev in which the gumis being put up 
of late years as Well as to these prizes.” 

“What about the spruce gum’” said the report- 
er: “lL notice thatallef these lancy gums are of 
other Kinds,”’ 

There it is on the top shelf,” answered the ge n- 
tleman; “you see itis put up in very plain boxes 
and the work within the box is quite as plain. 
That, I think, is the reason we sell so little of it 
inthe West.” 

“Iho you sell much gum?” 

“Ves: lotsot it, Probabiy between 75,000 and 
100,000 boxes in a year.” 

A drue-store near the Olympic 
next visited, and the clerk said: “Yes, we sell 
chéwing-cum to everybody, and plenty of it. Our 
customers chew glum for pastime mosily—some 
of them cuew it for othe There came a 
manin this morning, a peculiar looking feilow. 
‘Have you got a subsmtute for tobacco’ said he, 
‘Il want to letupif Lean, the weed is getting the 
better of me.” “Certainly,” suid I; ‘have you 
tried Lane's plum” ‘Lang’s Plug, the devil! 
i've got away witha hundred of them and they 
aint worth a ——.” ‘Then you better try Taffy-
